VENTZEDOS TO JOIN TRH NEW

As America ts Military and Pco- 
nomic Partner of Entente Pow- 
the Complex European Di- 
plomacy may be Solved by Uncle 
Sans Entry into War Politics.

Great interest now centers in 
whether the Allies, having de- 
throned Constantine, will urge 
Greece to actively enter the war or 
whether they will be content with 
her passive neutrality removing all 
threat from a rear attack on the 
forces at Saloniki. The Al‘ies have 
at least 650,000 men in the Bal- 
kanes. 

This force, even without Greek 
ald, is capable of a strong offensive, 
the -prize of which would be. the 
splitting of the Central Empires by 
the isolation of Turkey and wil- 
garia. The crumbling of Ruséian 
and Rumanian strength, however, 
has smashed the other jaw of the 
Pincers and has made an offensive 
problematical. 


READY FOR VENIZELOs.

Athens those men who, if possi- 
bie, are more responsible than 
Constantine for the events which 
led to the crisis; namely, Gen. 
Doumanis, Col. Metaxas and for- 
mer Premier Gounaris. 

Former Premier Venizelos, dée- 
feated in his efforts te cerry 
Greece into the war with the En- 
tente, left Athens in September of 
last year and established at Sa- 
loniki a provisional government for 
the northern part of Greece. This 
government declared war on Ger- 
many and Buigaria and now has 
troops on the fighting frent in 
Macedonia.

Big Concerns in Middle West 


Complaint of Conspiracy by 


Mail-order Houses. 


Federal Trade Commission 
Files the Complaint.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—Charges 
ef conspiracy to suppress cempeti- 
tion were preferred against 166 
Middle Western lumber concerns »y 
the Federal Trade Commission to- 
day in formal complaints issued 
after a long investigation. The 
lumbermen were ordered to appear 
July 31, te answer the changes. 
‘The investigation was started on 


evidence furnished by mail-order/ 


houses, competitors of the defend- 
-}ants, whe charged the lumbermen 
have adopted unlawful means te rus 
them eut of business. 

Complaints were issued ‘alse 
against Piatt B. Walker, whe, the 
commission charges, as editor of the; 


Mississippi Lumberman, aided the, 


lumbermen, and against Luke W. 
Boyce, who eperates at Minneapolis 
the Northern Information Bureau, a 
detective agency. The purpose of 
the lumbermen, as al has been 
to force the consumer to buy from 
them. Te accomplish this, the com- 
plaints charge, the lumbermen used 
Walker's periodical 
agency in an tlegal manner. 

Walker, the complaints c 
incited the lumbermen to send to the 
mail-order houses bogus requests for 
the price estimates on lumber and 
thereby greatly embarrassed the 
mafi concerns. The requests were 
sent, it is charged, also to draw from 
the mail houses information ef value 
to the lumbermen. 

The further charge is made that 
Walker and the lumber concerns 
intimidated manufacturers who sold 
to the matl-order houses and forced 
banks and credit-rating houses to 
refuse information to the mall 
houses. Walker and Boyce are ac- 
eused of purchasing confidential in- 
formation from employees of the 
mail-order houses and Boyce’s agents 


of intimidating their salesmen.

The Bim Orlu property, which had 
been suffering from the walkout of 
the greater part of its émployees, 
was said tonight to have a larger 
mumber report for the night shift 
than were working during the day.

the day, and the local authorities 
express confidence in their ability 
to control the situation.

CONDITIONS HERE LIKE THOSE 
IN ENGLAND IN 1914.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, June 13.—The Department 
of State is informed that Capt. Per- 
aeus, a German military expert, 
warned his countrymen in the Ber- 
liner Tageblatt against the underes- 
timation of America’s warring abil- 
ity. He pointed eut that conditions 
are similar to those In England dur- 
ing the early part of the war and 
recalls the prophecies of prominent 
German officers at the end of 1914 
that the proposed organization of a 
large English army would have no 
important influence on the war as a 
decision would be reached on the 
continent before it could come into 


action, 

D the German belief that 
lack of tonnage and the submarine 
warfare would prevent extensive 
troop transportation, Capt. Perseus’ 
shows that a single trip of the con- 
fiscated German and Austrian steam- 
ers Would be easily sufficient for the 
transportation of the contingent of 
125,000 men.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—A pro- 
Sramme of aircraft production 
through which it is hoped to dom- 
inate the fighting lines of Europe 
within a year has been worked out 
by the Aircraft Production Board of 


Howard Coffin, chairman of the 
board, said tonight that, although 
details would not be revealed now, 
the plan was so comprehensive that 
he was sure Congress. would approve 
it quickly. For weeks Mr. Coffin has 
been in conference with the coun- 
try’s leading aircraft and material 
makers, and the plan he will sub- 
mit is believed to have the approval 
of all the interests which will do the 
actual construction work. 

COFFIN'S STATEMENT. 

“We may as well realize now,” 
said Mr. Coffin in a formal state- 
ment, “that the domination of the 
air will in all probability prove the 
Geciding factor. Military authori- 
tiles of all the Allied nations are 
agreed that unless the allies can se- 
cure a preponderance of aircraft the 
war probably will drag on for years. 

“We believe now that we have 
worked out a programme which will 
make ft possible for the United 
States to secure to the Allifes next 
year the permanent supremacy of 
the air, and with that we hope to 
become an immediate deciding fac- 
tor in ending the war. . Whether 
this programme can be carried out 
will rest with Congress. 

NEED OF SUPERIORITY. 

“A superiority in numbers of sev- 
eral hundred thousand men on the 
western front means little compara- 
tively under modern conditions of 
fighting. A vast superiority in air- 
craft means the complete blinding 
of the enemy. If his machines are 
driven out and kept out of the air 
it means that he has no facilities for 
sighting long-tange guns; it 
means that he has no means of get- 
ting charts and photographs of the 
opposing lines, nor of prepering and 
meeting attacks properly, and it 
means that his own communication 
lines are constantly subject to dam- 
aging raiés and even to complete 
destruction.

and the Allies the fight for 
supremacy in the air is practically 
even: they are constantly strugling 
for the advantage. This is Amer't- 
ca’s one chance ‘for turning the 
scales next vear. To do this we 
must be prepared spend not a few 
millions, but hundréds of millions 
of dollars.”
